of Document!. 


The Capitol building at Washington 


covers about four acres of ground. 
Threo stories under this building is a 
vast sub-cellar that occupies practical- 
ly that entire space. 
Into this sub- 


cellar for many years have been tak- 
en all manner of government docu- 
ments brought 1o the 
Capitol 
for 


which no use was found. To him who 
ventured Into this subterranean re- 
gion there was given the vista.ot vast 
aisles piled high with an accumula- 
tion of these documents. There were 
to be found great quantities of the 
Congressional Records, handsomely 
bound In .leather. There were prac- 
tically unlimited 
quantities of the 


cloth-bound reports of the secretaries 
of varloiis departments for 
various 


years. There were many wagon loads 
of such reports as that of the chief 
engineer of the war department. The 
geological 
survey 
had 
contributed 


great numbers of volumes of a,narrow 
and very technical nature, In which 
only scientific men 
following . very 


narrow lines, of investigation were In- 
terested. 
The lesser publications of 


various bureaus and various investl- 
aliens were to be found in great 
iiantltleS. 
Altogether there was it) 


le vaults and corridors perhaps a 
lousand tona of worthless printed 
after that could be used by nobody 


n the world. 


This vast accumulation of useless 
ocuments upon which many millions 
f dol!ar» had been wasted in printing 
as ft veritable white elephant upon 
le hands of the government. 
Not 


nly were the basements of most of the 
cpartnients-of the government print.- 
ng offlco,- and of thfl capltol: glutted 
'It'li It, but the government.wna pay- 
ns rent on half a dozen warehouses 
hlch were serving no other purpose 
inn for storage of these waste docu- 


ments. 
In addition to the 
rent of 


icse buildings, watchmen were being 
alntalned for them. 
In tlie year 1909, tho public printer, 
y direction of tho Joint commission 
n printing, sold 1,1500,000 government 
ocuments afi waste paper, These doc- 
ments sold .for less than 1 cent a 
ound, and only brought $14,000 in the 
ggregate. 
There were 950 tons of 


licse documents, and under the lira1 


licy must be mutilated before belnB 
old In order that they might not be 
Isposed of by some jobber as govern 


ment documents. The mutilation ol 
his accumulation cost the government 
icnrly ?3,000.
